HE R.1.B.A. Council have given notice of a special 

general meeting to be held at 6.0 p.m. on the 
17th April for the purpose of considering a revision of 
Bye-law 43 which defines the powers of the Council in 
regard to investing the Institute’s funds. The purpose of 
the revision is to enable the Council to invest a propor- 
tion of both Ordinary and Trust funds in securities other 
than those commonly referred to as trustee stocks. If 
the revision is approved the Council will be able to 
invest up to one-third of the total funds in industrials 
and other investments, but the selection will be safe- 
guarded by limiting the choice to companies having a 
fully paid up capital of not less than a million pounds 
and having paid dividends of at least five per cent. for 
at least four years 


All this seems pretty cautious, but the clue ts con- 
tained in the resolution to be moved at the meeting: 
“That subject to the approval thereof by the Lords of 
Her Majesty's Most Honourable the 
amendment to Bye-law 43 as set forth in the notice 


Privy Council. 
calling this meeting be made and adopted by the Royal 
Institute.” 

The R.I.B.A. as a Royal 
Charter is subject to fairly strict supervision by the 
Privy Council. This supervison does not extend to day

to day activities, but those activities are regulated by the 
Bye-laws which come into force only with the approval 
of the Privy Council. 


The funds of the Institute are rigidly safeguarded. 
Bye-law 43 at present limits investments to trustee stocks 
which are, broadly speaking, British Commonwealth 
government stocks baring fixed rates of interest. Before 
the war this limitation was sensible and advantageous: 
it allowed no possibility of Finance Committees or 
Councils buying speculative stocks: there was no danger 
of capital depreciation and there was a steady and 
known income for prizes and scholarships.

Mr. Basil Spence said: “It is an 
honour and a very pleasant duty for 
me, on behalf of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, to welcome you, 
My Lord Mayor, to our table, and to 
thank you, Sir, for the use of the 
Guildhall here in London. This magni- 
ficent chamber, so beautifully restored 
by Sir Giles—this historic chamber 
here in London, this metropolis that 
we all love and of which you, my 
Lord Mayor, are the first citizen. I 
think you will agree with me that not 
only are you the first citizen but also 
the first servant. We as architects, of 
course, consider ourselves also ser- 
vants of this great city, and I may 
add that we are willing to be greater 
servants in the future if given that 
opportunity. 

“History shows us that through the 
mirror of architecture we see our fore- 
bears, and when a catastrophe befalls 
the City of London, like the Great 
Fire, the mirror is a large one and we 
can, therefore, see with clarity the 
Georgians who lived here in the 18th 
Century, and we can appreciate the 
genius of Sir Christopher Wren who 
gave us St. Paul’s Cathedral and the 
City churches. There is no doubt that 
the generations yet unborn will see us 
through the mirror being provided 
now in the City of London. We, too, 
have had a great catastrophe. During 
the last war vast areas of London 
have been wiped out and it is the task 
of this generation to put that part of 
London _ back. What will our 
children’s children think of us? This 
is a sobering thought and, along with 
opportunity, comes a grave responsi- 
bility. We have a devastated area 
round St. Paul’s Cathedral, and as an 
architect I cannot helo thinking of the 
problem which is confronting Sir 
William Holford. I know that lots of 
architects will agree with me that the 
best way to dissipate the vitality of a 
great building built in a different age 
from ours is to surround it with imita- 
tions of that age, exactly in the same 
way as if one had a diamond one 
would not set it in a cluster of cut 
glass. 

“The Great Fire presented the op-

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portunity of creating a setting for St. 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

“Though the Cathedral was built, 
and survived miraculously this last 
war, the opportunity of laying out the 
precinct was missed. I say now, let 
us think in a truly traditional way and 
let us grasp this opportunity with 
courage, imagination, sensitivity and 
invention—all British characteristics 
that have been expressed in the past 
by a long line of buildings. Let us 
build in our own time and provide a 
mirror for the generations to come to 
see us clearly in the best possible 
light. Though I am speaking person- 
ally I believe Sir William Holford has 
provided a sensitive English setting to 
St. Paul's which is far more in The 
Tradition than any imitation could 
ever be because one must realise the 
simple fact that our forebears were 
not imitators of past styles but 
courageous and inventive discoverers. 
This, Sir, is our tradition—let us look 
at the Holford Plan in this light.” 


From the President’s speech 


“| think it is particularly appropri- 
ate that the Royal Institute should be 
meeting in the City this year when 
you consider the amount of building 
which is proceeding or about to pro- 
ceed within the square mile. Before 
making any comments on the architec- 
tural work in the City I may perhaps 
be allowed to refer to another under- 
taking which is of such vital interest, 
not only to architects but to the 
Church and the country generally, 
and that is the re-building of Coventry 
Cathedral. The building was recently 
‘launched’—I am sure that is an 
improper word to use for a monument 
which it is to be hoped will be stable 
for a long time—by Her Majesty the 
Queen, who, I am happy to remind 
you, is also the Patron of the Royal 
Institute. I am sure my friends here 
will allow me to take the opportunity 
of congratulating Mr. Spence on the 
structural beginning of this great 
undertaking, congratulating him on its 
inception, and wishing him God-speed 
on this great undertaking. 

“To return to London, I may per- 
haps say a word about Sir William 
Holford’s bold and _ imaginative 
scheme for the precincts of St. Paul’s. 
He has had to deal here, as you know, 
with an extremely complicated plan- 
ning problem and the one thing which 
is certain is that any solution will not 
find universal acceptance. Indeed, the 
conditions are very much the same as 
those with which Sir Christopher 
Wren had to deal after the Great Fire. 
We are apt to think of Sir Christopher 
having an easy passage after the pro- 
duction of his plan for London and 
his great Cathedral, but you can 
imagine the battles he had to fight 
with the ‘diehards’ who looked 
upon the classic form of St. Paul’s as 
a foreign intrusion and hoped he 
would go back to a Gothic concep- 
tion. Fortunately we never go back; 
we always go on. 


“Similarly, Sir William and all those 
architects who are fortunate enough 
to be engaged on individual buildings 
can look forward to a hard passage 
for any scheme, but I am quite sure 
that the City Corporation and the 
London County Council will give the 
proposal the sympathetic and serious 
consideration it deserves. It would be 
out of place for me to attempt to 
comment in detail on the proposals, 
particularly as the scheme is at present 
under consideration, but I may per- 
haps be allowed to mention the com- 
ments which one so constantly hears 
on the kind of buildings which are 
proposed in the City and indeed else- 
where— Egg crates on end’; * Pack- 
ing-case architecture *; * Bankers’ clas- 
sic’, and so forth. 

“ Now, as opposed to the idea of 
the President of another very august 
body who I am sorry to say is not 
with us tonight, the Royal Institute 
does not attempt to dictate on matters 
of architectural style. We comprise 
in our many thousands of members 
architects of greatly differing views, 
and it would ill become us to attempt 
to prescribe that all of them should 
design in any particular manner 
One of the main purposes is to at- 
tempt to ensure that competent archi- 
tects are engaged particularly for 
buildings of the importance of those 
which are being erected in the City. 
Having said that, we are perhaps old- 
fashioned enough to think that the 
person who pays the piper should 
have some little say in calling the 
tune. 

“ Skilful architects can often wean a 
client from wrong-headed ideas and 
possibly in the long run get him to 
think favourably of the clean lines of 
modern architecture as opposed to the 
swags and trimmings of the older 
buildings which are rarely or ever so 
pleasant to work in as the more light 
and airy buildings of today. 

“IT would suggest that  neigh- 
bourliness is a thing which is tre- 
mendously important and should be 
striven for. This does not mean, in 
my view, that a new building being 
put up next to an old building must 
copy the old one, but architects will 
know what I mean when I say it 
should not be unmannerly. The only 
other thing which I would like to say 
on this point is that I hope we shall 
still try to preserve some sort of 
British tradition and that people who 
visit this great City in the future will 
not mistake it for any of the other 
great capitals of the world. It appears 
to me that this is where Sir William's 
plan is leading. 

“T thought it well to say these 
things in case it should be thought 
that the learned Professor to whom I 
referred a little while back should be 
taken as speaking for the Profession 
as a whole. I doubt, in fact, if he is 
speaking for the majority of the archi- 
tect members of the Royal Academy. 
That is not to say we do not enjoy his 
frequent outbursts, but it is to be 
hoped that the public do not take him 
too seriously.”

Simplified Planning Grants 


A revised and simplified system of 
planning grants to local planning 
authorities was introduced on 
April 3rd as a result of new regula- 
tions issued on March 29th—Town 
and Country Planning (Grants) (Scot- 
land) Regulations, 1956, H.M.S.O. 
price 4d. 

Under the new regulations, grant 
will be payable to local planning 
authorities for the present local 
authority year ending May 16th, 1956, 
at a standard rate of 50 per cent., 
with special rates of uv to 75 per cent. 
for open space and, for a limited 
period of from five to eight years, of 
90 per cent. for war damaged re- 
development areas. 

Planning grants are paid by the 
Secretary of State to local planning 
authorities towards losses incurred by 
them, in the acquisition and clearing 
of land for redevelopment, and in the 
payment of compensation ‘Tesulting 
from action taken by them under the 
Planning Acts. 

The new regulations replace those 
made in 1950 under which grants 
were payable according to _ the 
financial resources of local planning 
authorities and at varying rates for 
different periods. 

The revised system has been intro- 
duced to encourage the redevelopment 
of central urban areas by authorities 
who, under the old system, qualified 
for a low rate of grant because of 
their relatively high income. 


Scotland’s Housing : February 


The number of new permanent 
houses completed in Scotland in 
February was 2,001, bringing the total 
of permanent houses built in Scotland 
under the post-war housing pro- 
gramme to 260,387. This is shown in 
the monthly housing return published 
on March 29th by the Department of 
Health for Scotland and the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government 
(H.M.S.O. price 3d.). 

February's total this year compares 
with 2,468 in the same month a year 
ago. The number of houses under 
construction at the end of February 
was 37,232, as compared with 36,661 
a year ago.

FURTHER step in the development of the Stepney 

Poplar comprehensive reconstruction area was taken 
recently when a meeting of the L.C.C. approved 
this new housing scheme for the Tidey Street site. 


Neighbourhood Plan 

The Reconstruction Area covers 1,945 
1,312 acres are subject to compulsory purchase, and has 
been planned as a series of twelve neighbourhoods, varying 
in size from 2,200 to 10,700 people. Tidey Street forms 
part of Neighbourhood 7 (East) which lies immediately to 
the north of Lansbury. Neighbourhood 7 (East) is bounded 
on the south by the Limehouse Cut Canal which divides 
it from Lansbury, on the west by Bow Common Lane and 
Bow Common gas works, on the north by a railway and 
on the east by a railway and siding. Watts Grove Power 
Station is situated on the south of the neighbourhood on 
the Canal and the site thus presents a very difficult 
planning problem. 

An overall layout has been prepared for the neighbour- 
hood which accommodates approximately 5,500 persons. 
This has been much influenced by the nature of the sur- 
roundings and by the fact that at the moment it contains 
virtually no open space. A series of three public open 
spaces are proposed around which the housing is to be 
grouped and it is hoped to plan the parks and amenity 
open spaces within the housing sites to form an interlinked 
park system for this part of Neighbourhood 7. 

The tall blocks are carefully sited in relation to the 
parks and amenity open spaces, taking maximum advan- 
tage of both. These tall blocks make possible both the 
provision of generous amenity open space within the 
housing sites and the use of low blocks arranged in inter- 
linked squares and closes around the edge of the neigh- 
bourhood where the surroundings are not so pleasant,

As in the other neighbourhoods, full provision is made 
for community facilities. The existing shopping centre in 
Devons Road will be replanned, the existing school will 
be resited and a new nursery school will be provided. All 
Hallows Church has already been rebuilt, while a number 
of existing social centres will be retained. 


Development of Tidey Street Housing Site 

The detailed layout of the scheme was greatly influenced 
by site disadvantages mentioned above—the gas works on 
the western boundary, railways in the vicinity to the east 
and north. Other important factors are the need to retain 
certain existing buildings within the site and the provision 
of future public open spaces to the north and south. 

It was considered desirable that the development should 
be planned in an urban manner, generally be low in height 
(particularly near the gas works) and that as many dwell- 
ings as possible should have private gardens. It was also 
desired that dwellings should look away from the gas 
works on to gardens or across open spaces and that the 
amenity, open space should be concentrated and planned 
in large areas to provide pedestrian ways and visual links 
between the public open spaces to the north and south. 
These considerations and the need to provide ample space 
for garages and estate workshops, but at the same time 
attain a housing density of 136 persons per acre, made it 
essential to plan some of the accommodation in a tall 
building. 

This is a 19-storey block of crossover maisonnettes, open 
on the ground floor to provide the visual link. The building 
is so planned that all living rooms face south away from 
the gas works and railways, with good aspect and exten- 
sive, exciting views over the docks, the river, and beyond 
to the hills and countryside of Kent and Surrey. 

The remainder of the scheme consists of ten four-storey 
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blocks of maisonettes, two three-storey blocks of flats, 
one two-storey block of flats and shops, and three two- 
storey blocks of terrace houses. These are generally 
planned to look on to squares of open space or blocks of 
gardens. Also included are 271 tenants’ stores, 69 garden 
stores, 38 garages, seven paved areas, a toddlers’ playspace, 
and workshop accommodation. Development near the 
gas works has been kept to a minimum. 

An existing Mission Settlement and a public house in 
the area have been retained, and provision has been made 
for a site on which to rebuild a war-damaged public 
house. Roads to be closed will be paved over with old 
materials to form pedestrian ways, with certain parts of 
this paved area made into hopscotch, marbles and other 
games pitches. 

The estimated cost of the development, housing 1,609 
persons at a density of 137 persons per acre in 430 dwell- 
ings, with garages, etc., is £1,284,000. 


The 19-Storey Point Block 


Standard type plans will be used in the construction of 
the lower height buildings, but for the 19-storey block a 
new crossover three room maisonette plan has been 
evolved, in which all living rooms are planned on one side 
of the building, so that they have a generally southern 
aspect. 

Two dwellings are planned in a unit two-storeys high, 
the unit having a frontage of 19ft lin between crosswalls. 


Site Layout 
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The provision of two dwellings on a two-storey unit makes 
the effective frontage per dwelling 9ft 64ins (although each 
dwelling has an actual clear internal width of 18ft 6ins) 
which compares favourably with previous narrow-frontage 
maisonettes planned as one dwelling in two-storey height 
on a frontage of 12ft 34ins 

Each dwelling has a large private balcony and contains 
an entrance hall, staircase, living room and dining kitchen, 
two bedrooms, bathroom and separate W.C., a drying 
cabinet, and linen and broom cupboards. The apartments 
are approached from short well-lit and ventilated internal 
access corridors—the greatest distance from a source of 
natural light being 28ft situated at the lower floor level 
of the two-storey unit. Off this internal corridor and by 
each dwelling entrance is a tenants’ store. 

One dwelling has the living room and dining kitchen 
at internal access corridor floor level, the bedrooms and 
bathroom on the upper floor being approached by the 
internal staircase, over and across the internal access 
corridor. The other dwelling is the reverse of this, with 
the bedrooms and bathroom at the internal access corridor 
level. 

The solid structural walls and floors provide sound 
insulation between apartments and each has windows in 
both external faces of the building, thus providing natural 
cross ventilation. through every dwelling 

All noisy rooms are planned over noisy rooms, and 
quiet rooms over quiet rooms. Living rooms and bedrooms

are not planned against, under, or over the internal access 
corridors. 

Planning of the kitchens and bathrooms in stacks makes 
for simplicity of services, and allows full use of ducts 
which are planned with full height, easy access, which gives 
simple maintenance. The private and escape balconies to 
all main walls and windows provide protection and

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simplify maintenance of the external faces of the building. 

Internal bathrooms and W.C.s will have mechanical 
ventilation and central! heating will be by convector 
heaters. The oil-fired central heating plant will supply 
constant hot water. Cold water services are arranged to 
take full advantage of pressure in the water board’s mains 
and tanks will be installed at different levels 
throughout the building to minimise and balance pressures 
on fittings and simplify maintenance. Main service ducts 
carrying hot and cold water are planned in a central posi- 
tion for ease of access and maintenance. 

Two high speed lifts delivering at every corridor level 
will be installed and the lift hall is two-storeys in height. 
Vertical access is provided by one staircase linked with 
the escape balconies. Refuse chutes are accommodated in 
the open lobby linking the internal access corridor with 
the staircase.

Construction and Size 

The structure is reinforced concrete cross wall construc- 
tion with concrete floors at all levels. The cross walls are 
Tins thick carried on piled foundations. 

The building has 18 floors of living accommodation, and 
a plan size of some 114ft by 52ft containing 90 three-room 
dwellings and tenants’ stores, lift and ventilation plant 
motor rooms and tank rooms on the upper floors, and the 
boiler house booster pumps, lavatories, bulky refuse store, 
refuse container chamber, covered playspace, entrance and 
lift halls on the ground floor level.

HE site, which has been an 

orchard and vegetable garden 

to a large nineteenth-century house 

on the edge of the town, has a 107 ft. 

frontage to the road and a depth of 

120 ft, mainly surrounded by a high 
hedge. 

The house was designed in 
1951/52 within the Building Licence 
Restrictions and the existing local 
building laws which had _ hardly 
been modified since their publication 
in 1868. Little difficulty was encoun- 
tered regarding the idea of a single 
storey flat-roofed building (probably 
due to the high hedge and trees 
which virtually hide the houses from 
the road. However, considerable 





ingenuity was required to overcome 
some of the more antique restric- 
tions regarding plumbing, ventila- 
tion, eaves, etc., and in squeezing the

client’s requirements, namely five 
bedrooms and two bathrooms, into 
the permissible 1,500 sq ft. 

The house was placed as near to 
the road to the north of the site as 
permissible, its frontage length being 
controlled by restrictive covenants. 
Since the north elevation is only a 
few feet from the screen of hedge 
and trees, it was decided to keep it 
virtually blind. This area has been 
entirely treated with cobbles and 
paving. 

The plan is devised so that the 
house is basically parents’ wing and 
children’s wing, linked by the 
kitchen which can be used as access 
(since there is no corridor between 
the two). The parents’ wing consists 
of the living area and master bed- 
room, with its own bathroom, etc. 
The south wall of this area is nearly 
all glazed with double glazing. The 
single entrance serves both the 
kitchen and lobby. This lobby has a 
slightly lower ceiling, partly for

storage above and partly to accent 
the height of the living area. The 
kitchen was specially designed in 
great detail in view of its partial 
visibility from both the entrance 
lobby and the living room. Although 
it has a small low window on the 
north side (whose only purpose is 
view and observation) the kitchen 
mainly depends for light on a large 
dome rooflight, which gives it some 
sun during most of the day. 

In view of the single entry and 
need for tidiness and also lack of 
space, a Wastemaster rubbish dis- 
posal unit has been incorporated in 
the sink unit. Between the kitchen 
and the dining area is a specially 
designed fitting which serves both 
for hatch and storage and is par- 
tially glazed to give a sense of space 


and a view to the south from the 
kitchen. 
The house is floor heated by 


laid in the screed. 
Heating is by a gas boiler which is 
in a chamber off the entrance hall. 
The living room has an open fire; 
mainly for the pleasure of it. There 
are a number of specially designed 
fitted cupboards, notably one next 
to the fireplace and one in the 
parents’ bedroom. These have all 
been veneered with specially chosen 
woods.

Materials and Finishes 

External. Facing bricks  exter- 
nally are Fisons Burwell whites. The 
window frames are oiled hardwood 
with metal opening lights and hard- 
wood framed glazed doors. All 
glazing is polished plate except for 
the Pilkington’s Insulite in all fixed 
lights in the Living Room and 
Master Bedroom and plyglass in the 
lower panel of the window in the 
children’s Sitting Room. Prismatic 
in Bath Utility and W.C. The deep 
fascia is painted dark olive green. 

Doors and panels to the garage 
are vertically boarded—on south 
side painted yellow and the north 
grey. The fencing and gates to the 
road are similarly boarded and 
painted white. The entrance canopy 
in white, the entrance door indigo 
with mahogany polished frame and 
the adjacent panelling grey. All door 
furniture, etc., here and throughout 
the house is “Wehag”’. 


The fitting between 
the kitchen and dining area is 
veneered with rosewood and the 
wall and “secret” door adjacent are 
faced with sycamore veneered panel- 
ling. The fireplace wall is of Burwell 
white bricks with shelf and hearth 
of polished Westmoreland stone.

The floor 
to this room and the master bed- 
room are in Muhuhu blocks (this 
was specially chosen and devised to 
cope with the expansion and con- 
traction problems resulting from 
floor heating). There is a floor to 
ceiling door between the living room 
and the master bedroom, which can 
be left open to allow for south-west 
sun. 

The cupboard fitting in the bed- 
room is veneered with pear, walls 
are painted white. 

The basin in the washroom is 
fixed under a polished slate slab 
with white marble splash back. A 
full width mirror is fixed above a 
mahogany framed cabinet with slid- 
ing glass panels. Bright French blue 
tiles are used around this bath and 
also in the children’s bathroom.

HE architects were instructed in July 1955 by Cote 

D'Azur Holiday Village Ltd., to draw up plans, 
specifications and relative engineer’s reports and costings, 
for a proposed holiday village in the South of France. 
The original lay-out was changed last September to incor- 
porate higher class accommodation with more permanent 
structure types and these designs hi been recently 
finalised and are now being conside 


The Site 

L’Escalet is confined by a horse shoe ridge of hills back- 
ing a beautiful small bay on the promontory 12 km south 
west of St. Tropez, between Capes Cartaya and Camaret. 
Cannes is some 74 km to the west and the nearest village 
is Ramatuelle, 5 km away. Numerous rock outcrops on the 
hill slopes lend additional interest to the landscape and 
the site carries a system of natural water courses, dry in 
summer yet well able to carry off winter rain. 

Except for the western half which was swept by fire in 
1953, the area is pleasantly wooded with pine trees, shrub 
and cacti and a clean sandy beach shelves gently into the 
sea. This beach is about 250 yds. long with the rest of the 
waters edge, along the bay, broken by clumps of smooth 
worn, granite rocks. 

Near the beach is a colonnaded villa which was damaged 
in the 1944 allied landings. Because its fabric is still reason-

ably sound, the structure is considered well worth 
retaining—for adaptation. North west of the villa, and in 
line with its colonnade, are the remains of a garden temple 
whose Doric columns could be re-erected to make a 
charming “Greek folly”. There is also a rocky gazebo 
south of the villa. 

Present site services are elementary, and piped water 
is available only in small quantities but the local authority 
has agreed to lay a supply of up to 77,000 gallons of water 
per day and high and low tension electricity is available 
from the Electricite de France. 


Timing of Construction 

There are four main living accommodation areas of 
sub-villages planned and they need not necessarily all be 
built at the same time. Building operations will have to be 
phased so that with the season opening, in any year, not 
later than May, the amenities are provided from the 
beginning to serve perhaps one of the sub-villages and the 
remaining accommodation can be added after the village 
has been opened. 


Detailed Layouts 

All living accommodation is sited away from the beach 
and generally north and west of the civic area. One 
thousand studio flats have been planned in all and as each 
unit averages three persons, there will be living accom- 
modation for three thousand people. They have been 
planned in blocks of six, eight and twelve and the mixed 
layouts is a result of both aesthetic grouping and adaptation 
of various types to fit the contours. In each flat, which is 
400 sq ft overall, is a living/breakfast room, two bedrooms 
and a bathroom with the usual services including a bidet 
and shower. Some flats are designed as terraced bungalows 
and others are in twe storeys. Yet a third type is in three 
storeys, stepped and conforming to the ground slope. 
Each studio has a small sun terrace in front, divided from 
each other by light canisse screens and shaded by gaily 
coloured awnings. 

Serving the breakfast room is a small kitchenette with 
a two-ring cooker and grill, refrigerator, sink and draining 
board, vegetable and pan cupboards, shelves for crockery 
and a drawer for cutlery. The whole cooking area is 
enclosed by folding doors. In the living room are book- 
shelves, a small cocktail cabinet and space for a rediffusion 
set. Each flat has hot and cold water, electric light and its 
own water closet 

Staff will live in separate blocks and married quarters are 
divided into three two-storey blocks of eight units each. 
These are similar to visitors flatlets and accommodation 
for the remainder is planned in five three-storey blocks 
(48 per block) in a flexible system of dormitories or 
double bedrooms. This will allow for a peak period staff 
of over 260. The buildings are grouped to the north and 
has rest rooms, a canteen and small shops and a bar. 

At the entrance to the village centre is a reception area

with a main park large enough for 150 cars and a bus 
pull-in for visitors from the airport or railway station at 
St. Raphael 

A two storeys reception building includes the office for 
the village “mayor” and other administrative offices on the 
first floor, and reception, luggage bay, enquiry counter and 
camp stores at ground level 

Incorporated in the Civic Centre, and next to the prome- 
nade, is a shopping arcade with six shops, a post office and 
a bank. A large self-service store will dispense anything 
from frozen foods to sun glasses. Alongside the Centre 
and just behind the main beach will be a creche and 
children’s playground and nearby is a clinic for first-aid 
and minor injuries. 

Connecting with a ramp down to the beach, a 10ft road 
will lead from a control point at the end of the car park. 
This enables boats to be launched and occasional access 
for lorries to remove excess beach litter and seaweed. 

Opposite is the principal feature of the civic area—the 
restaurant. At any one time the burlding can seat two 
thousand people, of which one thousand seven hundred 
and fifty are under cover, and it combines lightness with

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access to sun and air and will serve table d’hote or en 
pension meals, and sufficient allowance for occasional rainy 
periods has been made in the plan by designing kitchen 
and stores as completely enclosed structures which can be 
locked up during winter to prevent damage or deteriora- 
tion of equipment. 

Four different level dining terraces form the restaurant 
and underneath there is space for lavatories and chair 
stores. The building has a bar and soda fountain and 
immediately in front of the main promenade is a further 
terrace covered by retractable canvas awnings and with a 
floor surfaced for dancing. 

The larger dining terrace, on the east side, is designed 
for adaptation to a variety of functions. These may include 
divine service, concerts, television or cinema, lectures and 
conferences. In the same way the various sections of the 
restaurant can be used for conferences and a _ public 
address system will cover each individual area. 

Alongside the main promenade is the lower 
terrace which is set immediately opposite a select coffee 
bar. This also has a terrace and gives additional space for 
coffee, liqueurs and afternoon tea in the familiar atmos- 
phere of continental open-air cafes. 

Situated between the main restaurant and the clubhouse 
swimming pool is a sports area. This centralisation 
allows tennis, golf and water sports to be controlled from 
one point. There are six tennis courts and small golf 
course for approach shots and putting and nearby is a 
refreshment cafe. 

Modifications and improvements of the existing villa 
will convert it into a country club to which all visitors 
will automatically belong. It is also hoped to attract neigh-

bouring residents. First class @ la carte or table dhdéte 


meals will be served in a 150 table restaurant. Of this 
number 50 tables will be inside and the remainder on a 
terrace outside. Extensions at the rear of the villa will

accommodate kitchen, stores and offices. On the ground 
floor is a bar with a separate terrace and also a small shop, 
the usual telephone booths, lavateries and a powder room 
Above on the first floor, are separate bedrooms for distin- 
guished visitors and a flatlet for the Manager. 

South east of the villa clubhouse is a site eminently 
suitable for a night club. It commands an admirable view 
across the water while being sufficiently close to share the 
clubhouse kitchen, stores and car park. It is also related 
to the proposed main jetty from which boats can leave 
for St. Tropez. The building has two entrances—one from 
the car park and the other from the promenade. Inside, 
a spacious table arrangement offers seating for 550 diners, 
tegether with seating in the bar and on the balcony for a 
further 150. Three hundred of these tables can be given 
wet weather protection. All food is initially to be prepared 
in the villa clubhouse kitchen but will be served from the 
night club servery equipped with a grill and hotplate 

Free access is available to the dance floor from any part 
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of the club and the floor is sufficiently large for 250 
couples. Separate arrangements provide a green room for 
cabaret artists and the band so that the arrival and 
departure can be facilitated. 

From the colonnaded portico of the villa the land slopes 
to the sea and terraces here have been designed to take 
chairs and tables looking over the club swimming pool 
and children’s paddling pond. The swimming pool has an 
irregular shape some 90 ft long by 40 ft wide and into 
which sea water will be pumped over a small waterfall 
which is bridged by a two storey sun deck, a soda foun- 
tain and a bar. There is another sun bathing terrace on 
the seaward side and steps lead down to the promenade 
and water-sport jetty. North of the swimming pool and 
west of the villa clubhouse, a single storey changing room 
block is planned having showers and lavatories for either 
sex as well as an attendant masseuse. 

On the beach 200 bathing huts will be available for hire, 
by day or by week, and being pre-fabricated timber, wall 
and roof units bolted to metal frames, they can be dis- 
mantled at the end of each season. Groups of these huts 
are spaced at the base of the low cliff and include open 
air showers. A set of changing rooms is planned under 
one of the dining terraces next to the promenade with an 
additional block for the west end of the beach. These 
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changing rooms can accommodate 50 persons of either 
sex at a time and have clothes storage for 600. The western 
changing rooms can take 25 of either sex at a time with 
clothes storage for 300. Public lavatories are available in 
the changing rooms. 

Near the south east point of the site, and in deeper 
water (approx. 20ft), will be a new jetty and here larger 
vessels can harbour. On the shore end will be a cafe bar 
forming a convenient rendezvous for yachtsmen and 
visitors. 

High on the western arm of the horse shoe of hills at 
520 ft M.S.L. is an observation cafe and from here the 
visitors who walk to this beauty spot, can enjoy magni- 
ficent views up and down the coast. 

Within the site are three main roads, each 15 ft. wide 
to and from the main public car park at the bottom of 
the valley, in the reception area. Additional car parks are 
behind the clubhouse and the night club. Where considered 
feasible, and having regard to confirmation of the ground, 
a number of lay-bys are placed along the roads to divide 
parking near the sub-village groups. All buildings and 
amenities are connected by a net work of paths and the 
promenade stretches along the centre of the foreshore 
from the shops at one end to the night club and country 
club at the other.

[his standard was originally published in 1943 at the 
request of the Metropolitan Boroughs Standing Joint 
Committee. Since the date of the original issue, however, 
the horizontal type of container has fallen into disuse 
due to the increased provision of refuse chutes and the 
greater ease of mechanical handling in the emptying of 
cylindrical containers on site. Requirements for the 
horizontal container have, therefore, been excluded from 
the revised standard. The first edition contained recom- 
mendations regarding the chambers for storage containers. 
These have now been excluded, since they will be included 
in the revision of B.S. 1703, “Refuse chutes for multi- 
storey buildings.” It has not been found possible to 
specify details of the lifting attachments, because these 
differ in the various systems according to the type of 
vehicle employed. The requirements in the standard have 
been restricted to the use of mild steel. Although the use 
of other materials is being developed, the Committee con- 
sidered that insufficient cxperience of them had been 
gained. It is intended that as soon as such experience is 
available the standard will be revised to include require- 
ments for them and it is hoped that manufacturers of 
refuse storage containers in materials other than mild steel 
will adhere to the dimensional requirements laid down in 
this standard which provides details of the dimensions 
and construction of both circular and flat-sided storage 
containers. The Standard draws attention to the existence 
of the British Standard Certification Marking Scheme.

ing E.S.N. schools it is desirable that plenty of space be 
provided so that a well varied programme of essentially 
practical work can conveniently be carried out. The 
children learn by activities with their hands, making and 
doing things rather than by sitting back and listening. The 
maximum size of each class is twenty pupils. The majority 

roughly 60 per cent.—of children attending are aged 12 
or over. The schools are usually relatively small; not 
more than one per cent. of the school population in any 
one area are expected to attend special day schools for 
E.S.N. pupils. 

The handicap of educationally sub-normal children is 
social as well as intellectual and the layout of classré6oms 
in school buildings, and the facilities offered in each room, 
should be designed to foster growth and progress within 
the school society. All aspects of the children’s social 
education need special attention. 

Sections of the pamphlet deal with the general principles 
of school organisation, learning vrocesses, and teaching 
and non-teaching accommodation.

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Roof Damage 


UDGING by the spate of press 

cuttings high winds in the North 
of the country seem to be the cause of 
a very large amount of damage to 
tiled roofs. A very wide variety of 
causes and suggestions for remedies 
are put forward. The curious feature 
is that no one seems to suggest that 
perhaps almost the whole of this 
extensive damage arises from one very 
simple cause, namely the failure to 
nail the tiles sufficiently frequently. 

In recent years, presumably to cut 
costs, the amount of nailing used 
seems to have been gradually reduced. 
At one time in very normal urban 
conditions it was customary to nail 
plain tiles with two nails in every tile 
in every other third course and to 
increase this amount of nailing as the 
exposure risks grew, up to the point 
of nailing every tile in hilly and sea- 
side districts. More recently the nail- 
ing of every third course seems to 
have been progressively reduced to 
every fourth course and then to every 
fifth course and this last practice has 
become so acceptable that it is quoted 
in B.S. Code of Practice CP.142 
“Slating and tiling” as suitable on 
sites where exposure conditions are 
moderate. The Code, however, does 
take the precaution in the wording 
which follows this recommendation 
by saying that tiles may need more 
frequent nailing where the exposure 
conditions are severe and may even 
require every course to be nailed. 

On the subject of single-lap tiles, the 
Code of Practice recommends at least 
one nail to each tile in every alter- 
native course on sites where weather 
conditions are normal and in every 
course on exposed sites. 

The amount of nailing of tiles 
seems to be dependent on various 
factors in addition to the actual nail- 
ing, such as the lap, the pitch and 
whether tiles are laid on open battens 
or a base of a more solid type. Per-

sonally I think it is satisfactory to nail 
plain tiles every fifth course in really 
sheltered positions when the lap can 
be as little as 24in. In slightly exposed 
sites I would suggest nailing every 
third course and increasing the lap to 
3in. If the sites are rather exposed | 
would suggest nailing every second 
course and increasing the lap to 34in 
On very exposed sites | am sure that 
it is essential to nail every tile. 

That the cause of the complaints 
reaching the press is mainly due to 
the lack of nailing seems to be borne 
out by the several suggestions that it 
would be wise to return to the use 
of slates, when these are available and 
the cost can be met, as it seems to be 
overlooked that slates are only fixable 
if each has two nails, since unlike 
plain tiles, they have no nibs to fit 
over the battens and keep them in 
position without any other fixing. The 
effect of varying amounts of nailing 
used on roofs with plain tiles was very 
noticeable when examining blast 
damage to roofs during the war. Ad- 
joining houses subjected to almost the 
same blast-conditions would have very 
different degrees of roof damage 
according to whether the tiles were 
nailed every course, every third course 
or every fifth course. 

With regard to single-lap tiles, many 
of these have only one nail hole while 
at the same time the possible amount 
of leverage on the nail, owing to the 
increased length of the tile, is quite 
considerable and consequently there is 
an increased liability of their lifting in 
the wind. This is particularly true of 
British made single-lap tiles as few, 
if any, make provision at the lower 
end of the back of the tile for wiring 
them to the roofs, which is quite a 
common practice in some countries 
abroad where high winds are fre- 
quently met with and consequent roof 
damage. 

Some of the letters seem to suggest 
that the troubles with more recently 


constructed houses are on account of 
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the lighter weight of the tiling, with a 
consequent increase of liability to lift 
in the wind; it is further suggested 
that this is because many modern tiles 
are made of concrete, and these are 
widely used because they are cheaper. 
In point of fact there seems to be very 
little difference in the weight per 
square foot between clay plain tiles 
and concrete plain tiles and if any- 
thing the concrete are slightly heavier. 
It is true that single-lap tiles are often 
only about half the weight (per square 
foot when laid) of plain tiles but again 
the differences in weight between clay 
and concrete single-lap tiles is very 
small and would have no bearing on 
the liability to be blown off the roof. 


I have a feeling that some of the 
difficulties may arise from the types 
and sizes of the nails used. The Code 
of Practice while giving a considerable 
amount of information on nails does 
not appear to suggest the lengths 
which are desirable, and this would 
seem to be a weakness. There is no 
doubt that cast yellow metal nails are 
the most satisfactory type for general 
use. I also have the feeling that quite 
a lot of the troubles experienced may 
be due to the use of galvanized or 
even steel nails. In polluted urban 
areas from which some of the troubles 
were reported they may also have 
been using zinc nails which do not 
seem to have a very long life in these 
conditions. 


The sort of comment which is hard 
to understand is one such as the 
following: “The type of tile now 
being used is made of concrete and is 
very cheap to buy, easy to fix and 
comes in quite a range of delightful 
colours. Here the attractiveness ceases 
as it is very obvious that these tiles 
are more vulnerable to high winds 
and a danger to life and limb, quite 
apart from the cost of repair and the 
devastating damage caused to ceilings 
and decoration.” I cannot imagine 
that there is, if they are properly used, 
any greater risk by using concrete 
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tiles complying with B.S.473 than 
there is with plain clay tiles to 
B.S.402. Equally 1 doubt if there is 
really a much greater wind risk with 
either of these materials than when 
slates are used. It was at least satisfy- 
ing to know that one city engineer 
pointed out that the rate of damage 
to post-war houses did not appear to 
be greater than to pre-war houses and 
since concrete tiles have probably 
grown very greatly in use since the 
war, this in itself would seem to offset 
any suggestions that the use of con- 
crete tiles increased the wind damage 
risk. 

It is probable that the pitch of roofs 
has quite an influence on the extent 
of the effects of wind. There is no 
doubt that the steeper pitches are 
probably better from the point of 
view of penetration of rain but it may 
be that they increase the liability of 
lifting of tiles in the wind. CP.142 
recommends that plain tiles on roofs 
at pitches of 50 deg. to 55 deg. every 
third course should be nailed with two 
nails to each tile; on pitches of more 
than 55 deg. and not more than 60 
deg. the tiles should be nailed with 
one nail to each tile in every course 
but on pitches steeper than 60 deg. 
every tile should be nailed with two 
nails; while for single-lap tiles, laid at 
pitches of 45 deg. or over, each tile 
should be nailed with one nail where 
only one nail hole is provided but 
with two nails if this is possible by 
the provision of two holes; while it is 
suggested that at pitches of over 55 
deg. the lower edge of every tile 
should be secured with a wire hook or 
by other suitable means which sup- 
ports my contention that proper 
provision for wiring should be made 
at the backs of single-lap tiles. 

it may also be that wind damage 
arises on account of the base to which 
the tiles are fixed. From my experi- 
ence, and this is borne out in CP.142, 
feather-edge boarding, although, at 
least at one time, widely used, is 
unsatisfactory as a support for tiling. 
With regard to batten sizes CP.142 
suggests that if the rafters are not 
more than ISin centre to centre 
battens should be not less than }in 
in thickness and not less than lin, and 
preferably l4in, wide for plain tiles 
and not less than I4in wide for the 
smaller types of single-lap tiles and 
2in wide for the larger types. Per- 
sonally I think the continuance of the 
war-time timber economy, in spite of 
the price of timber, led to the virtual 
abandonment of lin thick and lItin 
wide battens, but I believe these are 
infinitely preferable and less liable to 
splitting than the smaller sizes. Pro- 
vision for these sizes is made in 
B.S.1318 which was revised in 1955.
